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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1, the applicant argues on 
page 8, lines 11-14, "In contrast to claim 1, there is no teaching or suggestion by the combination of Marsolais and Tsunami of 
determining, by the mobile terminal, a distance parameter value and comparing the distance parameter value with a reference value for 
indicating whether the mobile terminal is located within the location zone". Examiner disagrees with this argument. Marsolais teaches a 
private system identities (PSID's) [i.e., distance parameter] value and comparing the PSID's value with a reference value for indicating 
whether the mobile terminal is located within the location zone (see fig. 6; col. 3, lines 3-12, col. 7, lines 26-36, 61-67, col.8, lines 1-18). 
PSID's value is based on different locations such as home, office, downtown etc. (see fig.6) and location is distance based. Thus 'PSID' 
reads on the claimed 'distance parameter*. Therefore, the rejection of the claim in view of Marsolais will remain. Regarding claims 16, 26 
and 32 are rejected for the same reasons as discussed above with respect to claim 1.
